Washington, D. C., June &.—[Special.J— 
The house today, by overwhelming majori- 
tles, passed the three Democratic measures 
on the president's trust program. 

The trade commission Dill was passed al- 
most unanimously and without a roll call. 

The Ciayton bill, supplementing the Sher- 
man anti-trust act and containing the much | 
disputed labor provision, was put through by | 
& vote of 275 to 54. 

The Rayburn bill, giving the interstate | 
commerce cOmmission control over the issues | 
ef stocks and bonds by railroads went 
through, 325 to 12. 


Middle West Lines Up. 

The eftire [illinois and middle west dele- 
gations, with the exception of Representa- 
tive Cramton of Michigan, voted for the 
Rayburn bill. Only three members of the 
Ulinois delegation voted against the Clay- 
ton bill. They were Republican Leader 
Mann and Congressmen Britten and Mad- 
dén of Chicago. Two members of the dele- 
gation, Representatives Hoxworth and Gra- 
ham, were absent. 

The twelve members who voted against the 
Rayburn bill included four Democrats and 
eight Republicans. They were Bartlett of 
Georgia, Buchanan of Texas, Cramton of 
Michigas, Dunne of New York, Fairchild of 
New. York, Gagpar.ef. Texas, Gillett of Massa- 
chusetts, Moore of Pennsylvania, Parker of 
New York, Paine of New York, Wallin of 
New York, and Witherspoon of Mississippi. 
Bartlett, Buéhatan, Garner, and Wither- 
spoon are Democrats. 


Progressives Back All Three. 

The Progressive party lined up solidly for 
all three measures with one «xception. Con- 
§reseman Chandler of New York voted 
against the Clayton bill Representative 
MeKenzie of Illinois, Republican, voted in 
favor of all three. The Iowa and Indiana 
Gelegations voted solidly for both measures,

Big Gain for Chicago “Drys.” 

Without being intended for that purpose, 
the order was regarded as the biggest gain 
for the “drys” made in Chicago since the 
passage of the Harkin ordinance limiting 
the number of saloon licenses to 7,152. The 
anti-liquor forces foresaw a large reduction 
in the total number of places where drinks 
can be obtained. 

In addition to the elimination of “‘ borrow- 
ing *’ places they predicted a number of li- 
censes would be bought up by restaurants 
that will require two permits under the order. 

Hotels are exempt from the order Pecause 
of a specific provision of the ordinances on 
which Chief Gleason's action was based, but 
it was estimated that at least & dozen places 
in the loop would be affected. 


Summer Gardens May Be Involved. 

In addition, the chief's action raised the 
question of the effect of the same construc+ 
tion of the ordinances applied to the summer 
gardens. Corporation Counsel Sexton said 
that matter had not been taken up for con- 
sideration, but it.is said to be porsible two 
licenses will be required for the operation 
of a saloon and a garden in connection 
with it. 

It was gaid to Le certain the amusement 
parks which, with one license, have been 
serving drinks on two floors of their casinos 
and in their gardens, will require at least 
one more license to continue doing business 
in this way. Practically all chop suey res- 
taurants now selling drinks will have to 
stop it or get licenses of their own. 

It was in connection with his campaign 
against the Chinese eating places that Chief 
Gleason was given the opinion of the law de- 
partment which led him to issue the order. 


Opinion of Law Department. 

This opinion, now in the order book of every 
captain, follows in part: 

Chinese (or other) restaurants cannot 
lawfully serve intoxicating liquors on 
their premises without a dramshop lIi- 
cense where the liquor is secured from a 
saloon downstairs and conveyed up tothe 
restaurant by a dummy. 

The proprietor of a saloon has no right 
to serve intoxicating liquors in a restau- 
rant conducted by him upstairs over his 
place of business, or in a nearby building, 
without having a separate dramshop li- 
cense therefor; nor oan the saloonkeeper 
lawfully serve intoxicating liquor in a 
restaurant conducted by him in premises 
adjoining the barroom unless such prem- 
ises are directly connected, adjacent, and 
contiguous with and to the barroom and 
upon the same floor. 

After forma! notice has been served on all 
persons affected by the order, Chief Gleason 
said, arrests will follow for any violations 
discovered and the revocation of the licenses

“After Rodeheaver had fondled this girl 
and caressed her innumerable times and had 
talked of bringing children Into the world it 
would have been impossible for them not to 
have been engaged,"’ Attorney I. M. Maihm 
said. 

Charlies W. Miller, attorney for Rodeheav- 
er, then spoke for the singer. 

“‘If Mrs. Jay had let these two people 
alone,’ said Mr. Miller, “‘ they would have 
been married long ere this. The plaintiff has 
her mother to blame. 

“The case rests on one point. On April 6, 
1911, in a taxicab on the way to Mies Jay's 
aunt’s, if a marriage contract was entered 
into, the defendant is gullty. If not, he is 
innocent.”’

Lewis Cass Ledyard, concluding the state- 
ment he began yesterday, said he did not con- 
sider the directors of the New Haven were 
* dummies,” and that he had often opposed 
J. Pierpont Morgan at meetings. He had 
several clashes with Chief Counsel Folk and 
insisted on answering questions in his own 
way. 

T. de Witt Cuyler, a New Haven director, 
said the meetings of the board were con- 
ducted in a regular, orderly, and careful 
manner. 

Arthur E. Clark, secretary of the New 
Haven, identified and read minutes of di- 
rectors’ and committee meetings. Figures 
designed to show that between June 30, 1908, 
and June 80, 1912, the profit and loss surplus 
of the New Haven had decreased only about 
$1,800,000 were read by Julian M. Tomlinson, 
general auditor of the road. 


Denies Mellen Shielded Morgan. 

When Mr. Ledyard resumed his testimony 
J. W. H. Crim, attorney for former Presi- 
dent Mellen, read into the record Mr. Mel- 
len’s much discussed letter to former United 
States Attorney Wise at New York, assum- 
ing responsibility for the Grand Trunk deal 
under which Mellen was indicteca. Mellen 
testified he took the responsibility to shield 
the late J. Pierpont Morgan. 

Mr. Ledyard yesterday vigorously contra- 
dicted that contention. Mr. Crim merely 
read the letter and asked Mr. Ledyard if 
it accorded with his recollection and Mr. 
Ledyard replied that it did. 

Mr. Ledyard told of Mr. Mellen telling him 
that he had heard of some conferences Mr. 
Morgan had with officials of the Grand Trunk 
and asked him to inquire of Mr. Morgan if 
he was worried about Grand Trunk matters. 

“J asked Mr. Morgan if he was worried 
over Grand Trunk affains and he said, ‘ Not 
a bit.’ ”’ 


Saw Mellen Dictate Letter. 

‘* Did Mr. Mellen send the letter the same 
day he wrote it?’’ 

‘*My impression is he called in the ste- 
nographer, dictated the letter, and that the 
stenographer brought it back, and Mr. Mel- 
len made a few corrections. I believe he 
said he was sending it right along by mes- 
senger.”’ 

** Do you understand anything you say may 
be used against you?’ asked Mr. Folk.

Mr. Frank Brewster was 
a young, energetic man, who asked many 
questions. Henry K. McHarg was a man of 
large interests." 

Mr. Folk then named all the directors of 
the New Haven and Mr. Ledyard gave his 
opinion of each. 


Ignorant of Billard Deal. 

Mr. Folk, taking up the Billard company 
transactions, asked Mr. Ledyard if he knew 
at the time that the New England Naviga- 
tion company loaned the Billard company 
$2,000,000. 

“No, and I do not know of it now,” an- 
gwered Mr. Ledyard. 

Mr. Ledyard said Mr. Billard’s purchase 
of Boston and Maine stock was outright. 
When asked if he did not regard Billard’s 
profit on the stock as excessive, Mr. Ledyard 
replied:

Then “Other Woman” Said

Thrills were few and far between at yes- 
terday's sessions of the Schumann-Heink 
divorce trial. Madame’s profitless, sensation 
seeking audience, disappointed repeatedly 
py the abrupt ending of depositions just as 
they gave promise of becoming “ interest- 
ing,” changed as frequently as those of the 
niche] movie houses. 

Persons who did hold their places on the 
penches from early morning until adjourn- 
ment were rewarded by nothing more excit- 
ing than a view of madame's primly tailored 
peck, turned uncoOmpromisingly toward 
them, and the “canned ” testimony of the 
New York detectives she had engaged to 
shadow her husband, William Rapp Jr., and 
Mra. Catherine Dean, the “ other woman.” 


Rapp Trailed for Months, 
Every hour of every day for many months 
each Movement made by Rapp was jotted 


three sleuths. But they had stopped short

| PROVE SPICELESS 
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of peeping through keyholes or putting dicta- 
graphs into the apartments where Rapp and | 
Mrs..Dean had lived and in the wholé masse 
of testimony there was only a single inci- | 
dent tending to show the relations between 
the two were anything but formal. 

In that instance one of the detectives, Eu- 
gene Rosse, testified he had heard Mrs. 
Dean say to Rapp as she left him at the door 
of a butcher shop: 

“Wait a minute, dear, until I get some- 
thing for tomorrow! ”’ 


She Is Much Disturbed. 

Though madame gave no outward evidence 
of agitation as her lawyers waded through 
the depositions, she was inwardly much die- 
turbed. She is under contract to take &@ lead- 
ing part in the Wagner festival at Bayreuth 
on June 15, and time to her is precious. 

When court convened in the mornimg Lee 
J. Frank of counsel for the diva resumed 
the reading of the deposition of William 
Maples, one of the detectives. Maples was 
shown to have admitted under cross-exam- 
ination that most of his professional work 
had been on divorce cases. 


Tells of “Affinity Flat.’’ 

In another deposition John Berger, a jani- 
tor, testified Mrs. Dean and Rapp occupied 
thé sate apartment at 381 Central “Park 
West, New York City. Berger also said he 
had seen Mark Harrison, an actor whose 
meme had been mentioned by Maples, in the 
apartment. 

The depoaition of Rosse was taken up in 
the afternoon. 

“I first saw Mr. Rapp on Dec. 14, 1912,” 
Rosse testified. “I went to his office at 1 
West Thirty-fourth street, New York, and 
‘covered’ the building—that is, I watched 
the entrance—until he came out at 6 o'clock 
im the evening. 


“Mr. Rapp walked to Twenty-third street |” 


and Fourth avenue. He met a lady there 
and rode uptown with her on a subway train. 
When they got off the train I wae following 
them. They entered an apartment house at 
987 Holmes street together.” 


“Mr, Rapp” and “ Mrs. Dean.” 

The incident in which Mrs. Dean addressed 
Rapp ae “ dear’ occurred the following Sun- 
day, Rosse testified. Neither he nor any of 
the other deponents whose depositions thus 
far have been read into the record ever heard 
Rapp and the “other woman” call each 
— anything but “Mr. Rapp” or “ Mrs. 


“ On the evening of January 28, 1913,” con- 
tinuec the Rosse deposition, “I saw him 
(Rapp) going into the house in Holmes street 
carrying a black leather suitcase. I stayed 
OUtside the house until 10:15 that night. The 
Bezt morning I was back on the job at 6:30. 
Mr. Rapp came out of the house and went 
downtuwn. He had the suitcase with him. 


Rapp Buys Some Groceries. 

“On Feb. 1 he went into the Holmes street 
house alone at 6:10 in the evening. He was 
carrying a dilapidated tan suit case and a 
Cane. He came out a half hour later and re- 
turned with an armful of groceries. That 
evening he went to a theater and brought 
back a box, which he bought in a drug store.”’ 

Rosse testified further that on the morn- 
ing of Feb. 2 he, with “‘ Mr. Orr,” the head of 
the detective agency engaged by Madame 
Schumann-Heink; Elias Mayer, one of mad- 
eme’s lawyers, and Operatives Wells and 
Maples, watched Rapp and the woman come 
out of the house. Rapp, he sald, was carry- 
ing his suit case. 

On cross-examination Rosse admitted he 
had become a detective after preliminary 
taining as a bartender. 

Mrs. Goldsmith, with whom Rapp roomed 
in the One Hundred and Fourteenth street 
house, testified he often was away overnight. 

Messenger Gives Testimony. 

Arthur Shaw, a negro messenger employed 
by the Wolfsohn Musical bureau, through 
Which Mme. Schumann-Heink made her 
bookings, testified that in January, 1918, he 
faw Ravp enter the McAlpin notel on Her- 
ald square with Mrs. Dean. He admitted he 
knew Mme. Schumann-Heink and had re- 
ceived money from her “ for services.”’ 

The testimony of Daniel Wells Jr., the 
third detective, was like that of Rosse and 

He had seen little and his report 
shut off suddenly when the door of 
Dean apartment closed behind Rapp. 

Court will convene at 9 o’clock this morn- 
ting and the Schumann-Heink lawyers hope 
to complete their case by noon..

Comforts of home and a mother's care were 
bestowed yesterday upon Earl W. Lies, 


known during seven years of mental dark- ! 


ness ae the mysterious ‘‘ J. R. R.'’ His moth- 
er, Mrs. H. E. Pitkin of 655 Groveland park, 
prepared to span the lapse of years for the 
36 year old man. 

Little by little suggestions of Iles’ experi- 
ences asa boy and a man were brought back 
tohim. At each question his face lighted up 
with pleasure and recognition, and he spoke 
the syllables “‘I-yi.’"" They are all he can 
articulate. 

The “ mystery man” recognized Robert 
Elsworth, @ former miner of Reno, Nev., 
who read of his identification and called at 
the Pitkin residence, Although he had 
changed, Eleworth said there was no doubt 
but Iles was the man he had known during 
the days of the Rawhide “ boom *’ in 1905. 


Tells Story of Her Son’s Life. 
Mrs. Pitkin toid the story of her son's life, 


‘turning from time to time to him for cor- 


roboration. 

“ He was born on Sept. 17, 1877, in St. Jo- 
seph, Mo.,” she eaid, “ but soon after he was 
taken to a farm in Kansas. I used to teach 
him Methodist hymns, and he knows them 
now.” 

Mrs. Pitkin sang “ Sweet Hour of Prayer,’"’ 
and her son, his eyes bright with recogni- 
tion, hummed an accompaniment. She then 
recited a prayer which she had taught her 
ebiidren. Instantly the man raised his para- 
lysed right hand to the position of prayer 
and bowed his head.

Hanvy, has identified 
him. He remembers much of those days.” 


Remembers World’s Fair Ship. 

The mother turned to her son and asked if 
he remembered the “‘battleship”’ Illinois bullt 
in the lake at the time of the world’s fair. 
He nodded his head vigorously. When a dia- 
gram of a popular conundrum was drawn he 
laughed 

“Later he went to St. Louls, where for 
eight years he was a clerk for Swift & Co.,”’ 
said Mrs. Pitkin. ‘“‘He then saved enough 
money to study mining engineering and 
went to California and Nevada.

Claire mine in the Grapevine 
mountains. The last time he came home was 
in 1905.

Body of Former Chicagoan 
Who Vanished in New York

Pleas to Return Made by Wife 
and Brother Couched in Un- 
usual Terms. 


New York, June 5.—[Special —The body of 
Charies H. Strauss, who disappeared from 
his home, 155 Riverside drive, a week ago 
last Thursday, was found floating in Lake 
Mohegan today by students of the military 
school.

CHICAGOANS PAY $20,000 FOR 
WELL BRED HOLSTEIN CALF. 


Buy “King Segis Pontiac Chicago” at 
Record Figure—Mother World’s 
Greatest Butter and Milk Producer. 


Four Chicago business men yesterday pur- 
chased a bull calf at the public auction sale 
of the Western Breeders’ Consignment Sale 
company at the Union stockyards for $20,000. 

It is the highest price ever paid at a public 
sale for a dairy animal. The purchasers are 
Spencer Otis Sr., his son, Spencer Jr., George 
E. Van Hagen, and H. Stillson Hart, who 
maintain dairy farms near Barrington, III. 

The calf is of tne Holstein variety and is 
a descendant of one of the most productive 
families of that breed in the world. Itisa 
son of Illinois and is called King Segis 
Pontiac Chicago. The mother, Jéhanna De 
Kol Van Beers, holds the world’s record 
among Holstein cattle for butter produced in 
120 days, the amount totaling more than 541 
pounds. Her milk record is 10,498 pounds for 
the same period. 

The calf was born on Feb. 25 of this year, 
and when led into the auction ring seemed to 
be conscious of its own importance by in- 
dulging in a frolic to the discomfort of the 
attendants. Auctioneer Kelly started the 
ball rolling with a bid of $6,000. Three more 
bids brought the price to $10,000 and then it 
went to $11,000. 

Then the Barrington enthusiasts got to- 
gether and the bids Jumped quickly from 
$11,000 to $20.000. 

‘Cheap at the price,”’ was the gdomment 
of Spencer Otis Sr. when the calif was 
knocked down to his party. ‘“‘I can state 
unqualifiedly that we have an animal that 
is the greatest of its breed in the world.”

After the charge of trespass made by Mark 
Morton against Webb J. Miller, a reporter for 
the Chicago Evening American, had been 
thrown out of court yesterday, Miller retali- 
ated with a suit demanding $50,000 damages 
for false arrest.

Cause for Suicide Not Known. 

Mr. Rosenthal said that Mr. Strauss’ home 
life was perfectly happy, and that the two 
advertisements, inserted by Charles A. 
Rigelman.at the request of Henry Strauss, 
that they were simply a plea to Charles to 
return. 

The identification of the body was made 
by pictures in the newspapers; a letter ad- 
dressed to Mr. Strauss at is office at 200 
Fifth avenue, where he has been engaged as 
general agent of the New England Mutual 
lnsurance company, and by a gold watch 
and cigaret case, boh of which bore the 
initials “‘C. H. 8.” 

Charles H. Strauss, who was 34 years old,

Baptist ministers were criticised for at- 
tending theaters, Baptist women were criti- 
cised for their “ suggestive ” styles of dress, 
and Baptist men were taken to task for

@ report adgopted last night at the closing 
session of the Chicago Baptist assdciation. 
The meeting was held in the First Baptist | 
church of Austin. 

Resolutions were adopted commending the 
stand of Secretary Daniels in abolishing the 
“wine mess” in the navy and indorsing 
the Shepherd-Hobson bill now before con- 
gress, which would give the states a right to 


express themselves in regard to nation-wide 
prohibition. 


Says Churches Suggest Harems. 

The report of the committee on the state of 
religion stirred the delegates most. It fol- 
lows: 

Baptist women are in many cases fall- 
ing victims to the vulgar and suggestive 
styles of the éeay. and frequently our 
houses of worship are suggestive of the 
oriental harem rather than the Christian 
church. 

Rich Baptists who turn the automobile 
into an excuse for turning the Lord's day 
into one of pleasure seeking should be 
cautioned and, if necessary, disciplined. 

The Amencan theater is a demoralizing 
Institution and too many Baptists have 
been seduced by it. 

About one-third of all the Baptist min- 
isters attend the theater. Of course, they 
choose the better class of plays, but the 
effect is bad. Holding committee meet- 
ings and denominational banquets in 
liquor selling hotels has compromised us. 

Baptist leaders seem to find no diffi- 

- culty in holding membershfp in whisky 
serving clubs. Even the University club, 
with its enlightened membership. insults 
modern progress and Christian ethics by 
using one of its most beautiful rooms as 
a whisky bar. Baptists should withdraw 
from all such clubs.

The Clayton Bill. 

The Clayton bill carries provisions d@signed 
to strengthen and support the Sherman iaw 
and other acts against monopolies anc re- 
straints of trade. The bill contains: 

Prohibitions against price discrimination or 
arbitrary refusal to sell natural mineral 
products, and against the enforcement of 
conditional leases or contracts of sale under 
which lessees or purchasers agree not to 
deal in the products of competitors of the 
seller or lessor; a provision that decrees in 
suits brought by the government under the 
anti-trust.law shall be final evidence in suits 
brought against the defendant by others, in- 
volving the anti-trust law; provisions against 
holding companies and interlocking directo- 
rates in concerns under the jurisdiction of 
the federal government; and provisions guar- 
anteeing labor and farmers’ organizations 
their legal existence under the Sherman law, 
limiting the use of the injunction in labor 
disputes, and providing for jury trial in cases 
of indirect contempt of court. 

In addition, the bill clears up various juris- 
dictional questions and questions of proce- 
dure which have arisen in the administration 
of the anti-trust laws. 


What Labor Obtained. 

The provisions obtained by representatives 
of organized labor are the culmination of a 
long fight by labor to secure exemption under 
the Sherman law. They provide that nothing 
in the anti-trust laws shall be construed to 
“forbid the existence and operation”™ of 
labor an@ farmers’ unions, and that euch 
organizations and their members shall not be 
construed or held to be “ illegal combinations 
or conspiracies under the anti-trust laws.” 

The restrictions placed about the issuance 
of injunctions in the bill are close. It would 
provide that no “preliminary injunction 
shall be issued without notice to the opposing 
party,” and that no temporary restraining 
order shall be issued uniess it shall appear 
from specific facts shown by affidavit that 
immediate and irreparable injury will result 
to property or a property right of the appli- 
cant before notice could be served or hearing 
had thereon. The bill provides that every in- 
jurction or restraining order must be spe- 
cific in terms, thus outlawing the so-called 
“blanket injunction.” 

In labor disputes injunctions would be 
forbidden by the bill “ unless necessary to 
prevent irreparable injury to property or a 
projerty right,” for which injury there is 
no adequate remedy at law. It would also 
forbid injunctions against striking, peaceful 
picketing, primary boycotts, the payment of 
etrike benefita, or the peaceful assemblage of 
strikers, and contains a provision legalizing 
such acts. 


Holding Companies Provision. 

The holding companies provision of the 
act would prevent one company from acquir- 
ing any stock in another corporation ** where 
the effect of such acquisition is to eliminate 
or substantially lessen competition between 
the corporations, or to create a monopoly.” 

The interlocking directorates prohibition in 
the bill is an effort to reach all corporations, 
railroads, and banks over which the federal 
government has furisdiction. Among other 
things, it makes ineligible as national bank 
directors the directors of private and state 
banks in the same city or town. 


The Rayburn Bill. 


Close regulation and control of the stocks 
and bonds of railroads by the interstate com- 
merce commission is proposed by the Ray- 
burn bill, amending the interstate commerce 
law. The bill makes it unlawful for any 
common carrier to issue stocks, bonds, notes, 
or other evidences of indebtedness without 
the approval of the commissiom 

The bill broadens the powers of the com- 
mission to require information from rail- 
roads and other common oarriers and pre- 
scribes an elaborate system of reports. 

Before issuing stocks or bonds the bill 
would require railroads to file with the com- 
mission a certificate of notification; showing

Trade Commission Bill. 

The Covington trade commission would 
create a commission with broad inquisitorial 
powers over corporations engaged, in inter- 
state commerce. The bill would«turn over to 
a commission of three members the power 
now held by the bureau of corporations in 
the department of commerce and confer on 
the commission additional powers, 

The bill provides for the appointment of 
three commissioners, no more than two of 
one political party, by the president. The 
commissioners would serve six years at 
$10,000 and employ a secretary at $5,000. 
The commissioners would be barred from 
engaging in any other vocation while serv. | 
ing. 
The bill provides that ell corporations 
with a capital of not lear than $5,000,000, ex- | 
cept those now subject to the interstate 
commerce commission, shall submit annual 
reports to the commission. The commission 
may also designate corporations having a 
capitalization of less than $5,000,000 from 
whom it desires reportea. It may call for 
special reports in addition to the regular 
annual] statements required by the bill, and 
would provide a penalty of $100 a day for 
delay in filing reports. 

Upon the direction of the president, the 
attorney general, or either house of congress, 
the commission would be authorized to in- 
vestigate and report the facts relating to any 
alleged violations of the anti-trust laws

HERE FOR MURDER 


Attorney Wins Right to Bring 
Clinton Labor Paper Man 
to Chicago. 


FEAR HANGING VERDICT. 
Friends Declare Prejudice Is 
Against Slayer in Dewitt 
County. 


The fight to save Carl Person, the Clinton, 
Ill., labor editor, charged with the murder of 
Tony Musser, ex-chief of police of Clinton, 
will be brought to Chicago. 

Judge Charles M. Walker, chief justice of 
the criminal court branch of the Cirouit 
court of Cook county, issued a wrif of habeas 
corpus yesterday calling upon the authorities 
of De Witt county to turn Person over on de- 
mand to the sheriff of Cook county, who, 
according to the reading of the writ, must 
produce the editor in court here by Monday. 

The Person case is the outgrowth of the 
fight between the Illinois Central railroad 
and the Harriman lines and the 85,000 union 
shop men who have been on strike for the 
last thirty-one months. Person's paper, the 
Strike Bulletin, which is issued at Clinton, 
represents the 35,000 men and has waged a 
bitter campaign of publicity against the IIli- 
nois Central. 

The town took sides on the question, but 
as the strikers have been forced out of the 
community because there is no work, the 
feeling against the labor editor has grown 
until now the remaining union men claim 
that prejudice is so high against Person that 
he will be hanged if tried before a jury in De 
Witt county. 

A emall army of notaries is now cativass- 
ing De Witt county obtaining affidavits of 
prejudice on which Attorney Comerford will 
base his motion for a change of venue. The 
motion will come up June 15. 

A nation-wide campaign for a fund for the 
defense of the labor editor is now being man- 
aged by the railway employés’ department 
of the American Federation of Labor. 
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AMENDMENT TO REPEAL BILL 


Sutherland’s Proposition Now Will 
Have to Be Voted On Before the 
Measure Itself in the Senate. 


Washington, D. C., June 5.—Another com- 
plication faced the senate today in the Pan- 
ama canal tolls exemption dispute when Sen- 
ator Sutherland introduced as an amend- 
ment to the repeal bill his resolution for ar- 
bitration. 

The Sutherland resolution was approved by 


the foreign relations committee several days’ 


ago, but had no right of way before the een- 
ate. Its appearance as anamendment means 
that it must be voted on before the bill itself. 

President Wilson is understood to have ex- 
pressed unwillingness to arbitrate before the 
repeal is passed, and many senators who are 
standing with the president but who favor 
arbitration are in a quandary.

PRIVATE PAPERS SEIZED. | 


Official Expected to Be 
While Being Taken to 
Cell After Arrest, 


Shot 


' Norfolk, Va., June 5.—[Special.]—Amer- 
fean Vice Consul John R. Silliman’s story of 
the hardships and indignities he suffered 
at the hands of Siuerte’s representatives 
ghen thrown into prison at Saltillo, tried as 
a spy and threatened with death, was told 
nere today by passengers with whom Mr. 
gilliman discussed his experiences when re- 
turning from Vera Cruz aboard the United 
Btates collier Jason. 

Taken from his own home the evening of 
April 21, the day the American blue jackets 
tanded at Vera Cruz, Mr. Silliman was kept 
g prisoner in a dark room at the Federal 
military headquarters until after midnight, 
then marched under guard to the Saltillo 
penitentiary and thrust into a vermin in- 
fested cell. There he was a prisoner twenty- 
one days. 

Cemetery or Penitentiary? 

On: the march to the penitentiary the 
goldiers, who surrounded Silliman and three 
ether American prisoners, came to a fork 
in the road. One way led to the town ceme- 
tery, the other to the penitentiary. 

For what seemed like several minutes to 
Mr. Gilliman and his fellow unfortunates the 
goliiers stopped to receive the command 
qhich would decide whether the march 
gould end at freshly opened graves or dun- 
geonlike cells. 

There were muttered expressions of 
“Thank God,” from the Americans when 
the column of soldiers, in response to a com~- 
mand from their officer, swung to the right 
and proceeded along the road that led to 
prison. 

No Food for Two Days. 

For twenty-four hours following his in- 
carceration the American consul was with- 
out food. For nearly two days he was with- 
out a mattress to lie upon. Worn and ex- 
hausted, Silliman finally threw himself upon 
the stone floor of his cell, convinced after 
all his entreaties had fallen upon deaf ears 
that he was to be shot asa spy, with noone 
to inform either his wife or the government 
at Washington of his fate. 

Through the intercession of the British vice 
consul at Saltillo Silliman at length was 
supplied with pillow and mattress. Then 
nondescript victuals were shoved under his 
cell door. 

Little by little his lot became easier. First 
the order that he be kept incommunicado 
was lifted. Following this he was permitted 
a half hour’s exercise a day. Toward the 
end of his confinement he was permitted to 
roam in the prison yard under guard. The 
sunshine revived his spirits. He began to 
regain lost strength until when eventually 
released he was able to make a nine days’ 
trip to Mexico City.

At Mexico City the report of his trial as

One Word from Wilson Now 


Would End Conference 
at. Niagara. 


AWAIT CARRANZA YET? 


U. S. Delegates’ Assertion Presi- 
dent Would Not Delay 
Not Borne Out. 


Niagara Falls, Ont., June 5.—[Special.)— 


the peace conference to say that he will ac- 
cept in ite entirety the plan agreed upon here 
and submitted to him and to President Wil- 
son nine days ago. 

One word from President Wilson approv- 
ing the agreement reached here would con- 
clude the conference and avert war, but that 
word is not forthcoming. 

The deadlock in the mediation conference 
will be broken tomorrow when the American 
delegates will confer with the mediators at 
ll o'clock, This will be the first conference 
held since last Monday. 


Message from Washington. 

It is known that Justice Lamar and Mn 
Lehmann, the American delegates, received 
a long message this afternoon from Wash- 
ington. 

Relief wae felt at the news that the confer- 
ence would be resumed, but it is not expected 
that any important discussion will be held 
before Carranza’s reply has been received. 

The American delegates, at their last meet- 
ing with the mediators, declared that the 
president would not await the pleasure of 
Carranza before indicating his approval or 
disapproval of the peace plan. But they 
have heard nothing since and have present- 
ed no explanation of the delay of instructions 
from Washington. 


Wait on the President. 

So, the mediators and the delegates to the 
Niagara conference are still waiting for Pres- 
ident Wilson to make up his mind. 

There is no doubt here that Carranza is 
taking advantage of the favor of the presi- 
dent, that he is acting in bad faith, and there 
are evidences which lead the mediators to 
believe that the president is beginning to 
realize these facts. 

The A. B. C. mediators have sent no pro- 
test to President Wilson regarding the ship- 
ment of arms and ammunition on the An- 
tilla, to the Constitutionalists. 

The impression prevails here that when the 
Antilla reaches her destination she will be 
held up and not permitted to land her cargo 
by Mexican gunboats. 


Germans May Escape Fine. 

Washington, D. C., June 5.—[Special.]— 
Legal experts of the war department tonight 
reached the conclusion that the fines of $500,- 
000 assessed against the German steamers 
Ypiranga and Bavaria by Gen. Funston for 
landing at Puerto Mexico arms and ammunt- 
tion consigned to Vera Cruz may have to be 
set aside. 

Carl Buenz, American representative of 
the Hamburg-American line, today filed a 
protest with the war department against the 
payment of the fines.

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PLAYS CRITICS OF DEMOCRACY 


Senator Reed Resents Blame on 
Party for Depression. 


CALLS CONCERN A_ TRUST. 


General Motors Company Target of 
Missourian in Speech. 


Washington, D. C., June 5.—A defense of 
the legislative policy of the Democratic 
Party since it assumed control of the national 
administration and a bitter denunciation of 
“ calamity howlers “ and those who speak of 
business depression and lay it at Demoo- 
racy's door marked a speech in the senate to- 
day by Senator Reed of Missouri. 

“If the Democratic party passes a bill re- 
storing confidence to the financial situation 
and the stock market responds and shows 
improvement the gentlemen on the other 
side of the aisle rise up and roll their eyes 
and froth at the mouth in a fine frenzy and 
declare that it has surrendered itself to the 
great financial interests,” Senator Reed ex~ 
claimed, “ but if a trust or other combination 
sets up a wall we are immediately denounced 
as enemies of all legitimate business.”’ 

The senator began his speech with a vigor- 
ous attack upon the Genera] Motors company 
and one of its subsidiaries, whose president 
recently criticised congress in a letter ap- 
pearing in the Congressional Record. In this 
letter congress was charged with being re- 
sponsible for business depression and advised 
to quit work and gohome. Senator Reed de- 
clared the motors company was “a crim- 
inal trust” and an unlawful combination, 

“Iam publicly calling the attention of the 
attorney general of the United States to 
this company,” the senator said, “‘ and ask- 
ing him to investigate and take the necessary 
steps for ite dissolution.”

Amnapolis, Md., June 5—“I pray God it 
may not be necessary for our boys at Vera 
Cruz to use any more force,” reverently de- 
clared President Wilson today in the course 
of, his address qo the 1% graduates of the 
Naval academy. 


Instruments of Civilization. 

The president referred to the American 
army and navy as “ the instruments of civil- 
ization, not as the instruments of aggres- 
sion.” 

“ Other nations have been strong,” he said, 
“other nations have piled wealth ae high 
as the sky, but they have come to disgrace 
because they used their force and their 
wealth for the oppression of mankind and 
their own aggrandizement; and America will 
not bring glory to itself, but disgrace, by 
following the beaten paths of history. We 
must strike out on new paths.” 


Cadets Are Sample Americans. 

“It ought to be one of your thoughts all 
the time,’’ the president said, “‘ that you are 
sample Americans, not merely sample navy 
men, not merely sample soldiers, but sample 
Americans, and that you have the point of 
view of America with gegard to ita navy 
and its army, and that it is using them as 
the instruments of civilization, not as the 
instruments of aggression.’’

judice against federal soldiers! Why? QO, 
because you know he was born in Virginia, of 
southern parents, and you think, perhaps, 
the charge will take. You think perhaps 
people will think that that has influenced him 
toentertain prejudice against those who wore 
the blue. 
. “He not only does not entertain it, but I 
do not entertain it. If I knew the very man 
who shot and killed my father I could shake 
hands with him and tell him that it war 
his duty to shoot, and shoot true, and shoot 
right, and shoot a colonel! if he could rather 
than a private. This is contemptible.”’ 


Stone Starts Senate Wrangle. 

The discussion was precipitated by Sena- 
ton Stone, who, rising to the defense of the 
administration, replied to Senator Jones’ 
resolution demanding the facts concerning 
the dismissal of veterans from the Washing- 
ton postoffice. He cited Postmaster General 
Burleson's official explanation that the old 
foidiers had not been discharged but had 
feeigned. Senator Stone said the whole 
Sflair had been exploited to further the agi- 
fation for legislation providing for the re- 
tirement and pensioning of superannuated 
sovérnment employés. 

“These resignations were forced,”’ Senator 
Jonés retorted, “‘and many of these old gol- 
tiers had a very high rating of efficiency at 
the time of resignation or discharge.

HE WIDOWING OF MRS. HOL- 
ROYD,” by D. H. Laurence, is a 
drama in three acts also issued by 
Mitchell Kennerley. The play- 
wright is an Englishman and author 
of three novels, ‘‘ The White Peacock,” “ The 
Trespasser,”’ and ‘‘Sons and Lovers.’ He has 
also written enough poems to offer them in 
book form, and he is accounted a very repre- 
gentative man of the “new school ’’—the 
achool of young and aggressive realists,

. whose imagination takes the form of sym- 


pathy, but whoee béte noir is sentiment, and 
‘who have an unconquerable zest for audac- 
ity. He has brought himself up from the poor 
home in a colliery town to be a fine crafts- 
man, and, no question, a reliable and astute 


psychologist. 


' * His plot is a plot of the soul rather than of 


events, the real strugZ@ie being in the shy, 
furtive, shamed soul of Holroyd, the miner, 
who is overcome by the saturnine qualities 
of his nature, and who misrepresents him- 
gelf with almost. devilish ingenuity. His 
wife, outraged by his behavior, loves another 
man, ahd the two of them, wishing for his 
death, are overtaken with appalling realiza- 
tion when Holroyd is accidentally killed at 
the mine. He is killed because he remains 
behind in the mine while the bucket takes up 
the other men.

“e’'d have come up with the others,” 
comments his wife, standing above his dead 
body and talking to her lover, “ if he hadn't 
felt—felt me murdering him,” 

Presently she is left alone with the dead 
husband she has hated. She stooped over 
‘bim as if afraid of him, then begins to sponge 
his face, talking tohim. “My dear, my dear— 
O, my dear! I can't bear it, my dear—you 
ghouldn’t have done it. O—I can't bear it, for 
you. Why couldn’t I do anything for you? 
The children’s father—my dear—I wasn't 
good to you. But you shouldn't have done 
this to me. O, dear, O, dear! Did it hurt 
you—O, my dear, it hurt you—O, I can’t bear 
it. No, things aren’t fair—we went wrong, 
my dear. I never loved you enough—lI never 
did. Whatashameforyou! Itwasa shame. 
But you didn’t—you didn’ttry. I would have 
loved you—I tried hard. Whata shame for 
you! It was socruel for you! You couldn't 
help it—my dear, my dear. You couldn’t 
help it. And I can’t do anything for you, 
and it hurt you so.” 

There is a deep implication im this of the 
undividable nature of marriage. Never, it 
geems to me, has it been better indicated. The 
play ends on the inconclusive note, as do so 
many modern plays. The old mother and the 
wife are giving their last service to the dead 
man. The material facts predominate. 

“I’ve had some fine sons, Lizzie, I've had 
gome big men of sons,”’ says the old mother. 

“He was always a lot whiter than me,” 
the wife sighs, washing the great body. “‘ And 
he used to chaff me.” 

“But his poor hands!” cries the mother. 
(The nails are broken and the fingers bleed- 
ing from his struggle to escape from the cave- 
in.) “I used to thank God for my children, 
but they’re rods o’ trouble, Lizzie, they are. 
Unfasten his belt, child. We mun get his 
things off soon, or else we s’ll have such a 
job.” 

The curtain falls on the strange, harsh 
solemnity of this scene. It leaves a peculiar, 
but withal, a beautiful impression upon the 
mind. The psychology of the thing is so ab- 
golutely true, the spiritual processes are s0 
delicately yet unmistakably inainuated, that 
the reader has that satisfaction which can 
arise only from contemplating a completed 
and considered work of art.

“* MARY GOES FIRST,” by Henry Arthur 
Jones (Doubleday, Page & Co.), is a delicious 
piece of high comedy. It has to do with a 
group of “climbers” in England, and the 
rivalry of two women, wives of the two lead- 
ing men of a complaisant village. Bods- 
worth is made a knight for building a sana- 
torium; Wichello is forced into a baronetcy 
by Mary, his wife, who cannot bring herself 
to go to dinner efter Lady sworth. 
Mary is a creature of determinate selfish- 
ness, irresistible wit, and maddening caprice. 
Every one loves or hates her, and she loves 
and hates life with an equal intensity. She 
hes, however, no more personal rancor 
than a mouse-teasing cat. She lives toenjoy 
berse!f, and she regards life asa particularly 
golly in which she means to win. Be- 
neath the eparkie of countless trivialities, a 
genuine body of satire appears, more or leas 
political tn ite character.

Another bright comedy—or farce comedy— 
is “HER HUSBAND'S WIFE,’ by A. E. 
Thomas (Doubleday, Page & Co.). In this 
the playwright hae succeeded in making a

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Mr. Wu Criticises 


American Life. 


BY POLLY ROOT. 
MERICA,”’ by Wu Ting-fang—the 
reader heaves a sigh of relief up- 
on hearing a name sound out clear 
and coherent from the mass of 
gibberish into which all Chinese 
words merge to our unaccustomed ears, He 
fiatters himself that his unusual sense of 
familiarity guarantees the author's genius. 
The fact is that, even in the light of Chi- 
nese political ethics, Mr. Wu is considered 
too palpable a time server. But to take 
away his prestige ia not to remove the in- 
terest of the book. A first hand glimpse 
into po extreme a type of wily, unctuous, 
inflated oriental fs more rare and illumi- 
nating than the most valuable criticisms of 
our own country. 

In spite of his eight years as minister to 
Washington, Mr. Wu writes of America as 
of some remote planet, a planet whose in- 
habitants never cease to appall his suavity, 
his calm poise, with their brusqueness and 
restless activity. His comments are usually 
favorable, but when he does find fault he 
does 60 with the most deferential apologies 
and afterwards palliates the dose with adu- 
lation. In dealing with those institutions 
which have had the misfortune to jostle his 
dignity he becomes more Mrectly resentful, 
and, on the subject of Chinese exclusion he 
feels very bitterly. 

Sometimes, in his eagerness to drive home 
certain points, he puts his own country ina 
false light. For instance, he accuses us of 
being slaves to fashion, but the Chines» 
women of quality conform to the changing 
@Gemands of twenty-six seasons. Without 
doubt we eat too much, but at Chinese feasts 
the guests are sometimes served with thirty- 
three courses, and Mr. Wu's compatriots 
have complained that they came away 
hungry from our banquets. Weahk deplore 
the flippancy, the incoherence, of our talk, 
but the Chinese are famous for the amount 
of time it takes them to say nothing, and Mr. 
Wu himeeift is the most noted exponent of 
this school. 

The very lack of frankness with which this 
book is written, the author's naive wonder 
at the material achievements of our civiliza- 
tion, his contempt for what he considers our 
flagramt crudity, a comtempt which is none 
the less deep seated because it is always 
concealed behind an obsequious exterior—all 
this for a moment opens the closed door of 
the east and makes us understand how com- 
plete is our ignorance of it and how distorted 
and ill founded are our judgments. (Stokes

in abundance in Frank Harris’ ‘GREAT 
DAYS” (Kennerley). A rough and tumble 
book, but good to read for the honesty of 


its realism, for its wholesome sincerity of 


purpose. The England and the France of 
1800-8 are drawn with the freedom of Row- 
landsgon and Daumier. The atmosphere is 
perfect. The descriptions of the revolution- 
ists, the pictures of Napoleon meditating the 
invasion of England, of Fox with his cyni¢ 
wisdom, all these seem a rolling backward 
of the panorama of history 110 years. 

Against this historical background we have 
thegreal story of the book, with a hero all too 
human, and his companions, men and wom- 
en of real fresh and blood, acting and talk- 
ing as real persons of that time must have 
done. There are descriptions of sea fights 
which Masefield could scarcely better, and 
the first battle between Jack and Crosby is 
worthy to be included in the literature of pu- 
gilism, only equalled by the historic encoun; 
ter of Mr. Borrow or that recorded in “ The 
Happy Warrior.” 

Strong meat all this, not for weaklings. 
Taboo at libraries and in drawing rooms.

“THE SHEARS OF DELILAH” (Put- 
nam) is a volume of short stories by Virginia 
Terhune Van de Water, which deal with 
domestic problems or unfortunate domastic 
situations. In the majority of cases related 
by the author the fallure of a couple to at- 
tain the expected happiness results from the 
selfishness of the wife, whose demands are 
so great that her husband is compelled to 
slave early and late in order to make enough 
money to meet them. Often this lack of 
sympathy or comprehension has only a tem- 
porary effect upon the domestic conditions, 
but more frequently !t finds expression in 
petty decelts on the wife's part which even- 
tually wreck the home. The stories are well 
written, with a sure perception of dramatic 
values, so that each makes its point effective- 
ly, but the reader is inclined to resent the 
implication that it is always the woman's 
fault when things go wrong, even while she 
appreciates that the author has chosen the 
best means of exposing some regrettable 
truths.

Messrs. Doubleday, Page & Co. publish a 
small volume with the succinct title, “ADE’S

Kindred Topics. 


ANY years ago Mr. A. B. Mason 
and the late John J. Lalor published 
“A PRIMER OF POLITICAL 
ECONOMY.” Based on this suc- 
cessful little work but entirely re- 
written Mr. Mason now issues a book with 
the same title. It is written so simply and 
clearly that it could be used as a textbook 
gfor the study of the subject. By those who 
do not know it, political economy is often 
called “the dismal science.” This its fas 
from the truth and Mr. Mason proves thir 
for, as he says, its study “ points the way 
to national well-being and to human happi- 
ness.”” 

The same publishers, A. C. McClurg & Co.- 
are issuing a set of little books that al! stu- 
dents of society should welcome, as putting 
before them in concise form the main facts 
of each of several sciences. This is the NA- 
TIONAL SOCIAL SCIENCE SERIES, of 
which Mr. Frank L. McVey, president of the 
University of North Dakota, is the editor. 
“ Money,” by W. A. Scott, has already been 
noticed. “ Taxation,”’ by C. BD. Fillebrown, 
president of the Massachusetts Single Tax 
league, has just appeared. Others in the 
series published or to come are “ The Fam- 
fiy and Society,”’ by John M. Gillette; ‘‘ Bank- 
ing,”’ by W. A Scott; “ The State and Gov- 
ernment,” by John 8S. Young; “ The City,” bx 
Henry ©. Wright; “* Political Economy,” by 
President McVey; ‘“‘ Competition,” by John F. 
Crowell; ** The Cost of Living,”’ by Walter E. 
Clark; ‘*‘ Rural Welfare,”’ by John L. Coulter, 
and “ Statistics,’"’ by W. B. Bailey. 

Mr.. Fillebrown, discusses the nature of 
taxation, its incidence, its justice, the con- 
struction of a system, national, state and 
local taxation of corporations, reserving for 
a later chapter his explanation of the land 
tax.

Worthy Program Opens 


Norwegian Sangerfest. 


BY GLENN DILLARD GUNN. 


HE twelfth biennial Sangerféest of the Nor. 
Wegian Singers’ association of America 
began last night in Oréhéstra hall with 
the presentation of & program that re- 
hearsed the glories of northern song but 

that also paid tribute to the eye and to the 
tongue of the adopted land. One thousand sing- 
ers are said to be ih attendandé, répresenting 
chéral organigations from every tt of the 
country. About 800 found places the maés 
chorus and fully half of these camé forward 4s 
members of the Norwegian Singérs’ league of 
Chicago whén that organisation Was honored by 
an especial place On the program. The cheral 
representatives of Duluth and 6f Milwaukee 
were the other individual organisations similar- 
ly honored last night. 

There Was admirable singing both by the 
mass chorus and its #évéeral subdivisions. The 
Norwegian choristers put more valué upon tonal 
quality than upon Volume and even in the most 
sonorous moménts there Was no dverwhélming 
volume of sound. But there was purity and 
clarity of tone and a wealth of expressive con- 
trast, an asset of interpretative art which seems 
to be eSpecially valued by these singers, In- 
deed in the matter of flexibility only the semi- 
professional chorus of the Mendelssohn club 
may be said to surpass the standards of this 


performance. 


Norwegian music seane to be as rich in the 
literature of the male chorus as that of the 
Germah and English Apeakting peoples. That 
presented last night had a stfong racial flavor, 
derived from the folk-song. But it also had a 
greater variety than usually is te be discovered 
in such programs. Particularly attractive was 
Alfred Pauisen’s number for chorus and bari- 
tone solo, entitled “The Seng,” and there weré 
sturdy rhythms and massive élimaxes in Mol- 
ler’s “Song of he Vikings” and in Reissiger's 
“Olaf Trygvasson.” 

Curiously enough, the audience found two 
English numbers presented by the Normanna 
chorus of Duluth the most attractive offerings 
of the evening. The first introduced a com- 
poser named Durrner, who was represented by a 
chorus entitled “Kyria at Sea.”

Board of Pharmacy Seizes 
Sales Records of Truax, 
Greene & Co. 


WILL SUMMON OFFICIALS. 


On charges that Truak. Greene & Co., a 
physicians’ supply house at 171 North Wa- 
bash a Vertue, 4s responsible for the “ drug 
terror” in the middle west, officials of the 
state board of pharmacy seized the firm’s 
sales records yesterday and took them to the 
office of Chief of Police Gleason. 

Assistant Corporation Counsel George L. 
Reker went into conference with Chief Giea+ 
s0n, following which he began preparing 
summonses for officials of Truax, Greene & 
Co. for their appearance in court. The sum- 
monses probably will be served today. 

In addition to the officials of Truax, Greene 
& Co., representatives of three of the lead- 
ing drug firms will be called before Mr. 
Reker next week and questioned regarding 
their cocaine sales. 


Proof Against Others. 

“Tt have proof against four leading drug 
houses which have been selling cocaine il- 
legaily,’’ Mr. Rekersaid. “‘ Their representa- 
tives will be called in to explain. We have 
only just started this campaign against the 
drug terror, and we are going to put it out 
of business.”’ 

According to State Senator Johan Waage, 
attorney for the state board of pharmacy, 
the board has evidence showing thatthe firm 
gold cocaine to any person calling for it 
“without the slightest restrictions.’ The 
allegation that the firm is the source from 
which practically all the “‘coke”’ used by 
“ dope fiends *’ in Chicago and surrounding 
territory is obtained was made by John 
Burns, a confessed cocaine agent.

LONDON, June 5.—Tonight’s court at 
Buckingham palace was free from interrup- 
tions by suffragists in consequence probably 
of the extraordinary caution exercised by 
officials to prevent the presence of any one 
who might have caused a disturbance. 

During th eday the officials carefully scru- 
tinized the list of guests with the result that 
three invitations were withdrawn and the 
women who held them were notified that they 
would not be admitted. 

The minute precautions which were taken 
at last night’s court were repeated. Car- 
riages were imspected carefully by detect- 
ives and the face of every occupant scru- 
tinized. Detectives also were stationed at 
every vantage point in the throne room on 
the lookout for “ wild women.” 

In expectation of another gitack by suf- 
fragists big crowds collected outside the 
palace, but the police permitted no one to 
pass the lines. Several women who displayed 
the suffragists colors were shadowed by de- 
tectives. 

Once or twice movements were made to 
cross the open space rese. ved by the police, 
but in each instance the offenders were 
turned back. 


Militants Scooped by Woman. 
The police say neither Mrs. Emmeline 
Pankhurst nor the Women’s Socialand Po- 
litical union haé anything to do with the 
exciting incident at last night’s court when 
Mise Mary Blomfield threw herself on her 
knees at the foot of the throne and made her 
suffrage plea.

1. The department exists for the

3. The man on the outside looking 
in sees things in a different light from the 
man inside looking out. That he sees 
them differently gives a basis for discus- 
sion that should help both the outsider 
and the insider. 

4 The Chicago health de nt 
has made a rapid growth fn the lasthiven 
years, and necessarily its growth has 
been uneven. Intelligent criticism will 
surely help us to even things up. 


Answers Protest Points,
